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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114 was filed in tlnis 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 23 November 2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-41 , and 72-77 are allowed. Claims 1 and 73 are the independent 
claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent Publication 2003/0086773 A1 to 
Lawton, which was applied to the claims in the office action mailed 20 December 2007. 
Suffice it to say, the patent to Lawton does not disclose "wherein the adhesive is applied 
to the edge contacting surface of each of the plurality of sheets without applying any 
adhesive to side surfaces of the corresponding sheet" as claimed in independent claims 
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Art Unit: 3726 

1 and 73, and as such does not anticipate the instant invention as disclosed in 
independent claims 1 and 73. 

Furthermore, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of record that would 
reasonably motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify the teachings of 
Lawton, and thus, for at least the foregoing reasoning, the prior art of record does not 
render obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claims 1 and 73.
